The  eleventh  ordinary  general  meeting  of  British 
Alkaloids.  Ltd..  was  held  on  Thursday  the  30th  May 
in  London. 

Sir  Ivor  Philipps.  K.C.B.,  D.S.O.  (the  chairman), 
presided,  and  in  the  course  of  his  speech  said:  The 
year's  working  has  resulted  in  a  profit  of  ^^66.758. 
this  figure  being  arrived  at  after  charging  Excess  Profits 
Tax,  estimated  at  £18.500.  The  comparable  figure 
ol  profit  for  the  accounts  under  review  with  that  of 
the  previous  year  is  therefore  ;^85,258,  an  increase  of 
^^23,126,  a  result  which  may  well  be  viewed  with 
satisfaction.  Your  board  recommends  the  following 
final  dividends,  viz.,  the  payment  of  18.71  per  cent., 
less  tax,  on  the  amounts  paid  up  on  the  8  per  cent. 
Participating  Preference  shares,  making  26.71  per 
cent.,  le.ss  tax,  for  the  year,  and  33  per  cent.,  less  tax, 
on  the  Ordinary  shares,  making  45  per  cent.,  less  tax, 
for  the  year. 

When  I  last  addressed  you  the  international  sititation 
gave  rise  to  a  certain  amount  of  anxiety.  We  all  know 
the  details  of  subsec[uent  events,  and  I  will  not  dwell 
upon  them  except  to  say  that  it  was  made  obligatory 
for  every  business  with  a  staff  of  fifty  or  more  to  pro\ide 
an  air  raid  shelter.  Our  shelter  is  provided  with  gas 
doors,  air  reconditioning  plant,  auxiliary  lighting  and 
seating  accommodation,  and  we  are  informed  that  it 
is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  best  shelters  to  be  found 
in  the  district.  I  only  hope,  however,  that  it  will  not 
need  to  be  used,  at  least  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  erected. 

■  X.  — 

Expansion  of  Export  Business 

Sales  show  an  increase  of  more  than  23  per  cent. 
o\er  the  previous  twelve  months.  As  stated  in  the 
report,  the  export  side  of  our  business  has  materially 
increased  in  the  Dominion  and  Colonial  markets,  and 
to  enable  us  to  cope  successfully  with  further  expansion 
in  these  and  other  markets  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  add  to  our  existing  storeroom  accommodation.  It 
will  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  shareiiolders  to  know 
that  the  London  County  Council  chose  T.C.P.  as  the 
antiseptic  for  use  on  their  trains  in  connection  with  the 
evacuation  of  children  and  others  last  September,  and 
the  Council  has  since  ordered  our  preparation  for  its 
air  raid  ambulance  trains. 

I  will  conclude  with  a  few  words  of  appreciation  to 
our  secretarial  and  factory  staflTs  and  to  Medical 
Products,  Ltd..  our  marketing  agents.  It  has  been  a 
difficult  year  for  them  all,  but  hard  work  and  persis- 
tence have  succeeded  in  the  face  of  difficulties,  and  I 
am  sure  you  would  like  to  place  on  record  your 
appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  way  they  have  all 
pulled  together  to  achieve  these  results.  In  common 
with  other  businesses,  several  members  of  our  staff 
have  already  been  called  up  for  service  with  His 
Majesty's  Forces,  and  we  feel  that  you  would  wish  to 
join  with  us  in  expressing  full  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  carry  out  their  new  duties  and  in  wishing 
them  well.

FURTHER  PROGRESS 

The  twelfth  ordinary  general  meeting  ol  Beechams 
Pills,  Ltd.,  was  held  on  Wednesday,  Mav  29.  at  the 
May  Fair  Hotel,  London,  W. 

Mr.  Philip  E.  Hill  (the  chairman)  said:  Ladies 
and  gentlemen, — It  is  more  than  difficult  at  a  time

The  profits  of  £1,055,615  again 
constitute  a  record  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year, 
clearly  indicating  the  progressive  strength  of  the  busi- 
ness. Our  export  trade  provides  an  encouraging  and 
satisfactory  feature,  on  which  I  shall  have  something 
to  say  later.  During  the  year  we  have  acquired  the 
business  of  the  County  Perfumery  Company,  which, 
together  with  our  other  recent  acquisitions,  has  shown 
results  above  our  expectations.  We  have  contributed 
no  less  than  £661,307  17s.  lod.  to  the  country's 
exchequer  by  way  of  taxation. 

Our  total  profit  figure  of  £1,055,000  has  been 
arrived  at  after  providing  £84,496  for  the  redemption 
of  Preference  shares  in  subsidiary  companies  and 
without  increasing  our  selling  prices  to  the  public.  We 
recommend  the  transfer  of  £79,124  to  the  development 
fund,  £70,000  to  the  reserve  for  merger  and  reorganisa- 
tion, and  an  increase  in  the  carry-forward  of  some 
£20,000. 

We  are  recommending  a  final  payment  of  14.81  per 
cent.,  less  tax,  on  the  Deferred  capital,  making  a  total 
of  28^  per  cent.,  less  tax,  for  the  year,  which  is  within 
the  limit  imposed  by  the  Chancellor. 

Notwithstanding  the  prevailing  conditions,  our  sales 
at  home  and  abroad  continue  to  show  considerable 
improvement.  We  have  been  devoting  an  increasing 
amount  of  attention  to  our  export  trade,  and  as  a 
result  of  a  world  survey  just  completed,  we  are  satisfied 
that  our  export  trade  has  even  greater  scope  than  we 
should  have  thought  possible. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  export  markets  are  of  para- 
mount importance  to  the  nation  at  the  moment,  we 
are  intensifying  our  efforts  in  this  direction,  and  the 
success  we  have  recently  met  with  encourages  us  to 
hope  for  still  greater  success  in  the  future. 

Shareholders  will,  I  am  sure,  be  pleased  to  know 
that  we  have  formed  a  National  Savings  Association 
for  the  staff  of  our  various  companies,  which  is 
operating  successfully. 

No  forecast  of  the  future  is  expected,  and  neither  will 
it  be  attempted.  No  man  can  say  what  lies  in  front  of 
us — but  that  we  shall  face  it  with  that  dogged  perse- 
verance which  has  been  characteristic  of  our  country 
in  the  past  is  beyond  question. 

The  Chairman  concluded  by  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report  and  accounts,  which  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  Stanley  Holmes,  M.P.,  the  managing  director, 
and  carried  unanimously. 

The  dividend  recommendations  were  approved. 

The  retiring  directors,  Mr.  Philip  E.  Hill,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Meredith  and  Mr.  G.  Morrison,  were  re-elected, 
and  the  auditors,  Messrs.  Price,  Waterhouse  &  Co., 
having  been  reappointed,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  chairman,  directors,  and  staff  closed  the  meeting.

NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Paper  Control. — The  Minister  of  Supply  has  issued  a  Direction 
under  the  Control  of  Paper  (No.  i6)  Order,  1940,  authorising  the 
production  in  the  United  Kingdom  until  June  30,  1940,  of  the 
following  articles  from  paper  in  stock  which  has  been  specially  cut 
and  prepared  :  Serviettes  and  d'oyleys,  handkerchiefs,  tablecloths, 
festoons,  decorations  and  confetti. 

Control  of  Glucose. — The  Minister  of  Food  has  published 
two  Orders  establishing  control  over  the  manufacture,  import  and 
sale  of  glucose.  The  Glucose  (Control)  Order,  1940  (S.R.  &  O. 
848),  which  came  into  force  on  june  3,  prohibits,  except  under  licence 
of  the  Minister  of  Food,  the  manufacture,  import  or  sale  by  wholesale 
of  glucose  in  the  United  Kingdom.  From  June  i,  supplies  of  glucose 
will  be  allocated  to  manufacturers  at  the  existing  rates  for  the 
allocation  of  sugar,  where  these  apply.  Proportionate  reductions 
are  being  made  in  other  cases.  The  Glucose  (Provisional  Prices) 
Order,  1940  (S.R.  &  O.  849),  which  also  came  into  force  on  June  3, 
prohibits,  except  under  licence  of  the  Minister  of  Food,  the  sale  of 
glucose  at  a  price  exceeding  the  average  price  of  similar  descriptions, 
varieties  and  quantities  of  glucose  during  the  past  four  weeks. 

Chemical  Traders'  Export  Group. — At  a  meeting  of  the  British 
Chemical  and  Dyestuffs  Traders'  Association,  Ltd.,  held  on  May  22, 
a  Chemical  Traders'  Export  Group  was  formally  inaugurated  and 
has  now  received  the  recognition  of  the  Export  Council.  Membership 
of  the  group  is  open  to  any  person,  firm  or  body  corporate  domiciled 
in  the  United  Kingdom  being  a  trader  in  chemicals  and  actively 
engaged  in  carrying  on  in  the  United  Kingdom  export  trade  in 
chemicals.  The  object  of  the  Group  is  to  promote  export  trade  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  and  procedure  of  the  Export  Council. 
It  was  announced  that  twenty-four  firms  had  signified  their  intention 
to  join  the  group.  Other  firms  who  are  interested  can  obtain  further 
particulars  on  application  to  the  secretary  at  Coronation  House, 
4  Lloyds  Avenue,  London,  P^.C.3.  The  following  officers  have  been 
appointed: — Chairman,  Mr.  Victor  Blagden  (Victor  Blagden  &  Co., 
Ltd.);  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  G.  W.  Paige;  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  E. 
Arnold  (R.  W.  Greeff  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Mr.  F.  G.  Farr  (Bush,  Beach 
&  Gent,  Ltd.),  Mr.  A.  F.  Lawson  (Jensen,  Lawson  &  Co.),  and  Mr. 
A.  Nash  (Hughes  &  Hughes,  I^td.).  The  group  will  co-operate  with 
the  Export  Council,  the  various  Government  departments,  and 
with  the  manufacturers'  groups  formed  in  the  chemical  industry. 

Chemists  Needed  for  Essential  Industries. — The  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service  is  making  a  second  survey  of  work- 
people employed  in  a  number  of  essential  industries.  The  present 
survey  is  to  include  the  manufacture  of  metal  goods  (including 
instruments  and  apparatus  of  all  kinds)  and  chemical  manufacture. 
The  requirements  of  Government  departments  for  chemists  exceed 
the  known  supply.  About  6,000  persons  have  put  their  names  on 
the  pure  chemistry  and  industrial  chemistry  sections  of  the  Central 
Register  of  persons  with  technical,  scientific,  and  professional 
qualifications,  but  most  of  them  are  already  in  useful  and  frequently 
nationally  important  employment.  The  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  now  announces  that  "it  is  essential  that  the  names 
of  all  chemists  of  either  sex,  especially  young  men  and  women,  who 
are  both  qualified  and  willing  should  be  on  the  register."  Volunteers 
should  write  to  the  Ministry's  Central  Register  Branch,  chemistry 
sections,  at  Queen  Anne's  Chambers,  Westminster,  S.W.i.  The 
minimum  qualification  for  enrolment  is  a  degree  in  chemistry,  or 
an  equivalent  qualification,  or  several  years'  experience  in  chemical 
practice  in  industry.  There  is  also  immediate  requirement  for 
juniors,  normally  of  inter-B.Sc.  standard  and  preferably  with 
laboratory  or  factory  experience,  who  are  available  for  such  employ- 
ment as  that  of  laboratory  or  experimental  assistant.  Applicants  for 


these  junior  posts  should  apply  for  enrolment  in  the  supplementary 
register  at  local  offices  of  the  Ministrv,  the  addresses  of  which  can  be 
obtained  from  post  offices. 

Bradford  N.P.U.  Branch. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local 
Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  on  May  30,  the 
following  officers  were  elected: — Chairman,  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council)  ;  Vice-chairiiiaji  ,Mt.W.  Kitch- 
ing ;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  S.  H.  Bolton.  Messrs.  Goodall  and 
Croasdell  were  elected  to  the  Comiitittee.  After  lengthy  discussion 
it  was  decided  not  to  adopt  a  suggestion  that  the  branch  should 
arrange  a  course  of  first-aid  lectures  for  members,  as  it  was  felt  that 
doctors  would  not  be  able  to  afford  the  time  to  give  the  talks.  Dis- 
cussion took  place  on  closing  hours,  and  it  was  agreed  that  if  the  City 
Council  fixed  any  other  closing  hour  (for  shops  generally)  than  7.30. 
efforts  should  be  made  to  get  a  separate  closing  order  for  chemists. 
The  secretary  asked  for  suggestions  to  stimulate  interest  in  branch 
meetings.  Mr.  W^ilson  suggested  that  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  Branches  should  have  joint  meet- 
ings. Mr.  W.  Sutcliffe  pointed  out  that  the  Society  included 
assistants,  who  were  not  eligible  to  attend  the  N.P.U.  meetings. 
The  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  that  when  a  special  speaker  was  being 
invited  a  joint  meeting  could  be  arranged. 

Leeds  Chemists  and  Employee  Representation. — At  the  annual 

general  meeting  of  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  May  30,  Mr.  Harold  Haw  presiding,  Mr.  Jackson  (manager  at 
a  branch  pharmacy  of  a  multiple  firm)  moved  that  the  constitution 
of  the  Branch  Council  should  be  changed  to  allow  a  number  of  retail 
employees  to  be  elected  to  it  in  direct  proportion  to  the  membership 
strength  of  that  section.  He  contended  that  the  growth  of  multiple 
pharmacies  had  changed  the  entire  position  of  the  craft  and  the 
management  of  Society  branches.  He  suggested  the  apathy  of 
master  pharmacists  was  illustrated  by  that  evening's  attendance  of 
forty  in  a  branch  of  500  and  that  tfiere  was  obviously  a  need  for 
new  blood  in  branch  management.  Mr.  C.  S.  Challinor  (a  master 
pharmacist)  seconded  "in  the  interests  of  fairness,"  but  reminded 
the  meeting  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  no  power  to  spend 
its  funds  in  organising  one  section  of  pharmacy  as  distinct  from 
any  other.  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  pointed  out  there  had  never  been 
anything  to  prevent  representation  of  employees  on  the  Branch 
Council.  They  had,  indeed,  some  representation  there  already.  He 
felt  the  motion  for  "a  number  of  employees"  was  too  vague  and 
moved  an  amendment  that  "at  least  one  employee"  be  elected  to 
the  branch  Council — this  not  precluding  the  employees  getting  more 
than  one  by  the  normal  methods  of  election  as  members  of  the 
branch.  Mr.  Daniel  seconded. — Mr.  E.  Bltckley  saw  no  ground 
for  Mr.  Jackson's  reference  to  apathy  of  master  chemists.  Where 
were  the  employee  pharmacists  ?  Mr.  Jackson's  own  intended 
seconder  was  not  present.  Mr.  N.  H.  Burns  opposed  both  motions 
because  any  member  of  the  branch  (master  or  employee)  could 
already  get  on  the  Council  if  he  got  the  votes.  Mr.  H.  Hodgson 
said  the  function  of  their  organisation  was  to  protect  the  interests 
of  all  pharmacists,  but  they  wanted  none  of  the  "master  versus 
man"  element.  Mr.  P.  Dobson  (a  non-master  member  of  the 
branch  Council)  said  if  the  employees  lacked  sufficient  representation 
the  remedy  was  already  open  to  them.  Both  the  motion  and  the 
amendment  were  defeated,  but  the  meeting  subsequently  adopted 
a  proposition  by  Mr.  Dobson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Challinor,  that  the 
Council  should  explore  the  possibilities  of  providing  for  a  more  definite 
employee  representation.  In  his  annual  report,  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack 
(secretary)  said  there  were  over  500  full  members  and  forty  appren- 
tices— a  reduction  from  105  in  1934,  with  prospects  of  a  further  fall. 
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Submitting  the  treasurer's  report,  Mr.  Paul  Dobson  showed  a  credit 
balance  reduced  from  £^4  to  £21  owing  mainly  to  absence  of  the 
customary  profit  from  the  annual  dinner  (suspended)  and  cancella- 
tion of  the  extra  sixpence  per  head  grant  from  headquarters. — Mr. 
Edgar  Buckley,  after  giving  the  golf-club  report  and  receiving 
authority  to  continue  arrangements  for  matches  with  the  York 
chemists,  submitted  the  report  of  the  joint  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittee on  Benevolent  Fund  efforts.  This  also  had  suffered  by  the 
absence  of  social  functions.  A  £20  grant  had  been  made  to  the 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund  out  of  a  £28  income,  and  measures  were 
required  to  augment  the  effort  for  the  coming  year, — The  Chairman 
(Mr.  Haw)  urged  greater  efforts  by  individual  donations,  and  the 
Council  were  asked  to  consider  collection  and  disposal  of  wa.ste  paper 
from  chemists'  shops  to  raise  money  for  the  Fund.  The  following 
officers  were  elected :  Chairman,  Mr.  Tom  Shooter ;  Chairman- 
elect,  Mr.  N.  H.  Burns;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Paul  Dobson;  Secretary, 
Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack ;  Auditors,  Messrs.  N.  N.  Armitage  and  A.  W. 
Lupton;  Council:  Ex-officio,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Beacock,  N.  N.  Ar- 
mitage, J.  Judge  and  J.  H.  Gough ;  elected:  Messrs.  E.  Buckley, 
C.  S.  ChaUinor,  W.  Eaddie,  T.  Heseltine  (N.P.U.  Executive  member), 

H.  Hodgson,  W.  F.  Kemp,  A.  W.  Lupton,  F.  Midgley,  A.  L.  Peters, 
J.  F.  Simon,  F.  C.  Stock  and  J.  F.  U.sher.  It  was  agreed  to  issue  an 
appeal  to  all  members  on  behalf  of  the  Anglo-French  Ambulance. 

IRELAND 

N.H.I.  Inspector  Obstructed.— Robert  Heatley,  M.P.S.I., 
O'Connell  Square,  Ennis,  co.  Clare,  who  admitted  obstructing  an 
inspector  under  the  National  Health  Act  in  the  exercise  of  his 
powers,  was  fined  thirty  shillings  costs  at  Ennis  police  court  recently. 
Mr.  M.  J.  Walshe  (State  solicitor),  who  prosecuted,  said  defendant 
had  objected  to  Mr.  Byrne's  questioning  one  of  his  employees,  and 
had  subsequently  written  a  letter  to  the  Divisional  Inspector 
complaining  of  Mr.  Byrne's  conduct  on  the  occasion.  Mr.  Byrne 
stated  that  defendant  had  treated  him  with  the  utmost  discourtes}', 
telling  him  to  get  his  information  elsewhere.  Defending  solicitor 
said  there  was  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  powers  of  the  in.spector. 

Golf. — The  three-day  annual  outing  of  the  Irish  Chemists' 
Golfing  Society  at  Rosses  Point  Golf  Club  on  May  20,  21,  and  22, 
attracted  a  representative  gathering  of  pharmacist  golfers  from 
many  parts  of  Eire.  The  outing  closed  with  the  captain's  dinner  at 
the  Golf  Liniis  Hotel,  which  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  Brendan 
Smith,  this  year's  captain  of  the  Society.  In  addition  to  members 
of  the  Society,  the  attendance  at  the  function  included  Mr.  T.  Toher, 
M.P.S.I.,  Sligo,  who  is  president  of  the  Rosses  Point  Golf  Club, 
Dr.  McCarthy,  and  Mr.  Lyons.  The  toast  of  "Eire"  was  tendered 
by  the  captain  ;  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill,  Dublin,  proposed  "The  Rosses  Point 
Golf  Club"  wliich  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Toher.  The  toast  of  "  Our 
Guests"  was  also  cordially  honoured.

Ballymena  Chemists'  Association. — -A  deputation  consisting  of 
Messrs.  John  McDowell  (president),  E.  A.  Richey,  A.  Steede 
(members,  executive  committee),  and  J.  McClenahan  (secretary) 
attended  a  meeting  in  Ballymena  and  arranged  by  the  Ballymena 
Chemists'  Association  for  chemists  from  Antrim,  Ballymena,  Bally- 
money,  Crumlin,  and  Cullybackey.  Mr.  N.  Sanderson,  Ph.C, 
Ballymena,  presided,  w^elcoming  the  visitors,  and  congratulating 
Mr.  J.  Donaghy,  Ph.C,  Ballymoney,  on  his  election  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland.  He  reminded 
those  present  that  all  of  them  had  signed  the  U.C.A.  agreement  and 
were  bound  by  it  to  maintain  fair  prices.   Mr.  John  ^IcDowell 


spoke  on  the  object  of  that  and  similar  meetings.  He  asked  that 
prices  of  veterinary  products  and  other  lines  sold  in  the  country 
should  be  advised  to  the  U.C.A.  so  that  this  important  branch  of 
pharmacy  should  be  kept  up  to  date.  Mr.  Richey  spoke  of  the  work 
involved  in  pricing  and  of  the  C.F.  Scheme,  for  which  he  urged 
continual  support,  and  Mr.  Steede  spoke  on  prescription  coding.  In 
discussion  it  transpired  that  coding  was  practised  universally  in 
Ballymena  and  district,  a  complaint  being  that  occasional  trouble 
arose  out  of  non-observance  of  coding  by  some  Belfast  chemists. 
Mr.  McDowell  pointed  out  that  there  were  still  a  few,  though  very 
few,  non-members  in  Belfast,  and  that  any  cases  of  cutting  and 
non-coding  that  had  been  reported  had  been  followed  up  and  agree- 
ment to  the  principle  of  coding  secured.  Mr.  J.  Donaghy,  Bally- 
money, asked  for  a  special  veterinary  price  list  for  country  members, 
and  suggested  the  U.C.A.  might  help  in  forming  a  local  association 
in  Coleraine.  Mr.  McDowell  accepted  Mr.  Donaghy 's  suggestion. 
A  resolution  was  passed  supporting  maintenance  of  U.C.A.  prices 
and  the  system  of  coding  prescriptions.  Supper  followed. 

SCOTLAND 

Aberdeen  Early  Closing  Order. — The  Aberdeen  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Shops  Closing  Order,  1940,  has  been  made  by  the  local 
magistrates  and  is  now  operating  subject  to  objections  lodged  prior 
to  June  10.  The  Order  covers  all  retail  chemists'  and  druggists' 
shops  and  provides  for  a  7  p.m.  closing  from  Monday  to  Friday 
and  8  p.m.  on  Saturday.  Special  supplies  may  be  retailed  in  cases 
of  illness  and  where  ships  are  either  arriving  or  leaving  the  port. 
The  Order  revokes  the  191 7  Order  and  becomes  law  when  confirmed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland. 

Presentations. — Mr.  Lewis  Cameron,  M.P.S.,  who  has  been  for 
forty-five  years  in  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  village 
of  Colinsburgh,  Fife,  has  been  presented  with  a  silver  salver  from 
the  local  community  on  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  from 
business. — Mr.  Samuel  McConnell,  M.P.S.,  60  High  Street, 
Johnstone,  who  has  retired  from  the  position  of  secretary  to  the 
Renfrew  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee  after  twenty-two  years 
(he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  from  its  inception  and  was  also 
chemists'  representative  on  the  Insurance  Committee),  has  been 
presented  with  a  gold-mounted  pen  and  pencil  by  the  Committee. 
The  presentation  was  made  by  Mr.  Robert  McDonald  (chairman  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee),  who  presided  at  a  farewell  supper. 
The  toast  of  "Pharmaceutical  Organisations"  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Charles  Stuart,  Paisley,  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  John  Weir 
(president,  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation).  Mr.  James 
Murdock  Gourock  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Buick  proposed  and  seconded  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  and  Committee.  Mr.  McConnell  ■\\'ill 
reside  in  the  Isle  of  Arran. 

North  British  Branch  Annual  Report. — The  annual  report  of 
the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  the  year  1939-1940  states  that  the  executive  held  five 
meetings  during  the  year.  On  the  invitation  of  the  Council,  the 
Executive  set  up  a  Scottish  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
which  has  collaborated  with  the  English  Central  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland.  Other  major  matters  dealt 
with  during  the  year  were  medicine  stamp  duties ;  local  organisa- 
tion ;  nomination  of  examiners ;  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference;  Scottish  Central  and  local  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittees ;  early  closing ;  sugar  rationing ;  retention  fees  of  phar- 
macists on  active  service ;  dispensing  for  men  in  H.M.  Forces 
and  for  evacuated  children,  etc.  The  financial  statement  for  the 
year  showed  a  total  expenditure  of  ;^5,539.  compared  with  £(),499 
in  1938.  Examination  expenses  amounted  to  ;^3i3i,  compared  with 
£4,310.  During  the  year  sixty  candidates  were  examined  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  qualification,  thirty-five  passed,  compared 
with  sixty-three  examined  and  thirty-three  passed  in  the  previous 
year.  471  candidates  for  the  l^reliminary  Scientific  qualification 
had  been  examined,  of  whom  40-55  per  cent,  passed,  176  failed,  and 
104  were  referred.  In  the  previous  year  918  candidates  were  exam- 
ined, of  whom  369  (40-18  per  cent.)  passed.  For  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  examination  590  candidates  had  been  examined,  of  whom 
338  (57-2  per  cent.)  passed,  106  failed,  and  146  were  referred.  In 
1938  875  candidates  were  examined,  of  whom  460  (52-5  per  cent.) 
passed.  Four  candidates  were  examined  for  the  Diploma  in  Bio- 
chemical Analysis,  of  whom  two  passed.  Owing  to  blackout  condi- 
tions only  two  scientific  meetings  had  been  held.  Books  and  period- 
icals circulated  numbered  1,083  (town)  and  989  (country).  Members 
numbered  2,938,  an  increase  of  seventy-eight  and  a  record  number. 
The  Aberdeen  and  North-Eastern  Scottish  Branch  had  held  two 
meetings ;  the  Dundee  and  East  and  Central  Scottish  Branch  one 
meeting  ;  the  Edinburgh  and  South-Eastern  Scottish  Branch  three ; 
the  Glasgow  and  South- Western  Scottish  Branch  eight;  and  the 
Inverness  and  Northern  Scottish  Branch  two.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Timely  Advice. — Once  again  we  have  to  thank  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  for  calling  our  attention  to  risks  inherent  in  the 
conduct  of  business.  In  war-time  there  is  always  a  likelihood  of 
matters  of  this  kind  being  overlooked  in  the  stress  of  national 
issues.  The  first  of  the  risks  indicated  by  you  is  to  be  found  under 
the  heading  "Economies  in  Paper"  (p.  404).  Your  summary 
should  be  carefully  studied.  It  will  be  noticed,  for  instance,  that 
neither  wholesalers  nor  retailers  may  in  future  "  insert  any  adver- 
tising matter  inside  any  wrapping  or  packing  or  carton  or  container. 
This  prohibition  is,  I  presume,  not  retrospective,  or  it  would  mean 
that  all  cartons  containing  advertising  leaflets  or  folders  must  be 
opened  and  the  leaflets  or  folders  removed  ;  but  it  will  have  to  be 
observed  from  the  date  of  coming  into  force  of  the  relevant  Order. 
The  other  risk  to  wliich  I  refer  will  be  found  on  p.  403,  in  the  last 
paragraph  of  which  you  recommend  chemists  to  be  "careful  in 
arranging  displays  of  goods  sold  under  trade  marks  not  to  place  in 
physical  relation  thereto  others  of  a  competitive  nature  in  such  a 
way  as  to  use  the  trade-marked  article  as  a  sales-aid  in  selling  the 
other."  True,  there  is  a  possibility  of  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords 
in  the  case  that  has  given  rise  to  this  warning  ;  meanwhile,  however, 
retailers  must  take  every  precaution  to  avoid  trouble.  Section  4  (i) 
of  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  1938,  is  an  example  of  what  someone  has 
called  "the  best  Whitehallese,"  and  is  not  too  clearly  worded: 
the  more  reason,  therefore,  for  your  advice.  We  cannot  publisli 
disclaimers  of  relationship  between  our  goods  and  those  of  other 
people  in  the  forthright  style  of  two  centuries  ago. 

Mutual  Help. — At  the  risk  of  redundancy  I  should  like  to  note 
the  promising  aspect  of  the  Wolverhampton  scheme  for  mutual 
assistance  in  the  event  of  damage  to  stock  and  personnel  by  enemj- 
action.  As  you  record  (pp.  393,  404),  the  local  branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  has  arranged  not  only  for  emergency  stocks 


to  be  forthcoming  but  also  for  qualified  assistance  if  needed.  One 
of  the  chief  preoccupations  of  thoughtful  people  during  this  war 
has  been  the  best  method  or  methods  of  extending  help  where  it 
may  be  most  needed.  Many  of  us  have  responded  to  various  appeals 
according  to  our  capacity.  The  Wolverhampton  arrangement  has 
the  outstanding  merit  of  beginning  at  home  and  of  being  helpful  in 
an  entirely  practical  way.  None  of  us  can  tell  where  the  fury  of  the 
enemy  will  strike  next ;  in  these  circumstances  it  is  a  strong  support 
for  pharmacists  in  retail  business — and  they  are  the  majority — to 
be  able  to  go  about  their  work  assured  of  planned  help  in  the  kind 
of  contingency  foreseen. 

Shop  Routine. — I  am  not  much  impressed  by  the  tripartite 
division  of  work  in  a  pharmacy  suggested  by  one  of  your  corre- 
spondents (p.  410),  "serving  customers,  dispensing  insurance 
prescriptions,  and  the  work  connected  with  ordering  and  putting 
into  stock  goods  from  the  wholesalers."  Surely  there  is  more  "to 
it"  than  this.  Even  if  insurance  prescriptions  are  the  only  prescrip- 
tions seen  in  the  type  of  pharmacy  "  Packem  "  had  in  mind,  I  should 
be  sorry  to  think  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  representative  of  phar- 
macy in  general.  That,  however,  is  a  minor  point.  My  chief  concern 
is  the  implication  that  the  average  day's  work  consists  of  little 
besides  the  three  operations  mentioned.  However  one  regards  them 
they  afford  insufficient  scope,  commercially  and  professionally,  for 
the  trained  skill  of  the  pharmacist.  Are  shop  lists  of  preparations 
to  be  made  and  put  up  no  longer  in  vogue  ?  It  has  always  been 
accepted  as  an  axiom  that  some  stock  products  can  be  more  profit- 
ably made  than  bought,  while  others  should  be  bought  rather  than 
made.  Have  conditions  so  changed  that  nothing  can  now  with 
advantage  be  prepared  by  the  retailer  ?  If  it  comes  to  the  worst, 
someone  will  have  to  start  a  movement  for  educating  physicians 
in  the  almost  forgotten  art  of  writing  prescriptions.  Xroyser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Claim  for  Commission. — A  declaration  that  he  was  entitled  to 
be  paid  commission  for  services  in  connexion  with  the  sale  of  the 
Brylcreem  business  of  The  County  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  claimed 
by  Mr.  Leslie  Jacobs,  Mount  Royal,  London,  an  agent,  in  an  action 
which  he  brought  against  the  company  before  Mr.  Justice  Tucker 
in  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  May  31. 

Mr.  Jacob's  case  was  that  in  May  1936  he  was  instructed  by 
the  County  Chemical  Co.  to  obtain  an  introduction  with  Beechams 
Pills,  Ltd.,  and  to  put  forward  a  scheme  for  the  acquisition  by 
Beechams  of  the  share-holding  interest  of  the  defendants  in  the 
County  Perfumery  Co.,  whose  main  product  was  Brylcreem,  a  hair 
dressing.  He  secured  the  introduction  and  claimed  that,  as  the  result 
of  his  work,  the  sale  was  effected  in  July  1939.  The  defence  was  a 
denial  that  Mr.  Jacobs  was  instructed  as  he  alleged. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Willes  said  that  Mr.  Jacobs  did  not  desire  to  make 
public  matters  of  finance  and  arrangements  between  large  businesses 
concerned  in  a  deal  of  this  kind.  They  were  usually  regarded  as 
extremely  confidential  and  it  was  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  the 
plaintiff's  case  to  say  that  the  ultimate  transaction  involved  a  very 
large  sum  of  money  indeed  and  the  transfer  of  a  very  valuable 
business.  Mr.  Justice  Tucker  found  that  there  was  no  express  or 
implied  employment  of  Mr.  Jacobs  by  the  defendants  as  alleged 
and  dismissed  the  action  with  costs. 

Injunction  Granted. — Mr.  Justice  Bennett,  in  the  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  May  31,  granted  an  ex  parte 
application  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  action  The  Count}' 
Perfumery  Co.,  Ltd.,!'.  Whitty  for  an  interim  injunction  restraining 
the  defendant,  Mr.  M.  Whitt}',  hairdresser,  Downham  Waj', 
Bromley,  from  infringing  the  plaintiffs'  registered  trade-marks. 

Mr.  Gerald  Gardiner,  for  the  defendant,  said  that  his  client, 
who  had  been  in  business  for  over  forty-five  years  without  having 
had  any  sort  of  complaint  made  against  him,  had  been  supplied 
with  a  toilet  preparation  for  the  hair  and  had  put  into  a  bottle 
something  which  was  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  There 
seemed  to  be  no  reason  to  doubt  the  plaintiffs'  evidence  that  what  he 
sold  was  not  in  fact  Brylcreem.  He  had  not  bought  from  the 
plaintiffs  but  from  other  vendors  and  he  desired  a  proper  oppor- 
tunity of  checking  his  purchases  to  see  from  which  particular  con- 
signment the  preparation  came.  If  the  plaintiffs  would  supply  him 
with  their  Brylcreem  defendant  would  give  an  undertaking  that  he 
would  not  sell  any  of  his  present  stock  and  would  give  the  plaintiffs 
all  the  assistance  he  could  to  find  where  the  trouble  arose. 

Mr.  Lloyd-Jacob,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  he  would  have  to 
move  ex  parte  for  an  injunction  and  read  affidavits  showing  that 
following  complaints  the}'  received  from  persons  who  made  pur- 
chases of  Brylcreem  from  the  defendant  the  plaintiffs  had  the 
contents  of  bottles  examined  and  found  them  to  contain  oil  inferior 
to  that  manufactured  b}'  the  plaintiffs.  The  samples  examined 
were  substantially  the  same  and  lacked  lustre  as  well  as  being  thin. 
One  customer  was  told  that  if  he  returned  the  empty  Brylcreem  bottle 
he  would  receive  a  halfpenny.  It  appeared  that  the  containers  were 
afterwards  washed  and  filled  with  an  inferior  cream. 

After  reading  the  affidavits  his  lordship  granted  an  interim  injunc- 
tion over  ten  days.  The  usual  cross  undertaking  in  damages  was  given. 

Company  Director  Sentenced. — William  Leitch  Duncan,  Clap- 
ham  Park  R<jad,  Claphani.  was  charged  at  South  Western  Police 
Court,  London,  recently  with  having  in  his  possession  twenty-eight 
pounds  of  bismuth  carbonate  suspected  of  being  stolen  or  unlawfully 
obtained.  A  police  officer  said  he  saw  Duncan  get  out  of  a  car  near 
a  chemist's  shop  in  Streatham  High  Road,  and  take  from  the  back 
of  the  car  a  carton  containing  twenty-eight  packets  of  bismuth 
carbonate  as  though  he  was  about  to  take  them  somewhere.  In 
reply  to  questions  defendant  said  he  obtained  them  from  a  manu- 
facturing firm  for  7s.  3d.  a  lb.,  and  was  selling  them  for  8s.  gd.  a  lb. 
Later  he  said  this  statement  was  not  correct  and  that  he  had  bought 
the  bismuth  from  a  cut-price  man  for  7s.  3d.  a  lb.  The  bismuth  was 
to  go  to  a  shop  where  it  had  been  ordered  through  a  traveller  whom 
he  (Duncan)  knew.  Duncan  said  he  agreed  that  the  price  was  below 
that  agreed  to  by  the  trade,  but  he  often  had  offers  from  travellers 
who  bought  goods  below  the  convention  prices.  Duncan  was 
sentenced  to  one  month's  imprisonment.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 
— Later  in  the  day  Duncan  again  appeared  in  court  as  the  secretary 
of  William  L.  Duncan,  Ltd.,  Clapham  Park  Road,  Clapham,  who 
were  summoned  for  the  unauthorised  sale  in  a  cough  mixture  of  a 
poison  contained  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List,  i93,'5,  namely  mor- 
phine hydrochliwide,  and  similarly  for  the  unauthorised  sale  of 
strychnine  hydrochloride  in  a  medicinal  preparation.  The  magistrate 
said  he  regarded  this  law  as  essential  to  the  public  welfare,  and 
breaches  must  be  severely  dealt  with.   He  fined  the  company  £zo.

PRICES  OF  GOODS  ORDER 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  on  May  28,  a  report  was  received  from  the  secretary  dealing 
with  business  that  had  arisen  since  their  last  meeting,  and  in  which 
the  following  items  were  included  : — 

As  a  result  of  the  decision  of  the  Government  to  make  an  Order 
extending  the  scope  of  the  Price  of  Goods  Act  to  include  in  the  list 
of  scheduled  articles  practically  the  whole  range  of  goods  usually 
sold  by  chemists,  the  secretary  interviewed  the  chairman  of  the 
Central  Price  Regulation  Committee  and  ascertained  that  the  Order 
was  to  be  made  that  day.  He  was  invited  to  submit  a  definition  of 
the  goods  affected  for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trade.  Mr. 
Mallinson  immediately  pointed  out  that  dispensed  medicines  should 
in  any  case  be  excluded  from  any  Order  under  the  Act,  and  after 
some  argument  this  view  was  accepted.  A  meeting  was  immediately 
called  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  N.P.U.,  for  the  purpose 
of  drafting  a  definition,  to  which  were  invited  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association, 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  wholesale  distributors  and 
the  company  chemists,  and  the  following  definition  was  decided 
upon:— (i)  Drugs,  chemicals  and  medicinal  substances  (excluding 
dispensed  medicines),  disinfectants,  surgical  dressings  and  appliances, 
infants'  and  invalids'  foods  and  requisites,  hot  water  bottles, 
vacuum  flasks:  (2)  toilet  and  hygienic  articles  and  requisites, 
cosmetics,  manicure  and  pedicure  preparations.  This  was  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Trade,  together  with  a  protest  against  the  com- 
prehensive scheduling  of  the  whole  of  the  chemist's  business  in 
this  way.  The  advisory  committee  representing  trade  organisations, 
which  had  been  acting  with  the  Board  of  Trade  in  regard  to  the 
original  schedule,  also  protested  against  the  making  of  the  Order 
and  requested  an  interview  with  the  Parliamentary  Secretary, 
Major  Lloyd  George,  so  that  they  could  state  their  case.  The 
request  was  granted,  and  Mr.  Mallinson  was  invited  to  join  this 
deputation.  Major  Lloyd  George  undertook  to  accept  a  formula  for 
calculating  retail  prices  that  had  been  prepared  by  the  Advisory 
Committee.  -\s  the  outcome  of  this  deputation  could  not  be  con- 
sidered entirely  satisfactory,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
was  asked  to  receive  a  further  deputation,  to  which  he  agreed,  but 
limited  the  number  of  the  deputation  to  six,  and  arrangements  were 
made  by  Mr.  Mallinson  for  the  special  points  affecting  retail  chemists 
to  be  brought  forward.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  re- 
affirmed his  determination  to  make  the  general  Order,  but  agreed 
to  allow  the  working  proprietor  of  a  small  shop  to  charge  a  salary 
in  the  overhead  expenses  when  calculating  the  permitted  price  of 
goods,  and  to  the  recognition  of  standard  retail  price  lists.

assistance  to  retailers  who  find  themsehes  in  this  position.  Any 
such  retailer  may  (pending  the  adjustment  of  his  prices  so  as  to 
comply  .strictly  with  the  Act)  adopt  the  table  in  the  meantime 
for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  his  prices  and  the  Central  Committee 
will  not  recommend  the  prosecution  of  any  such  retailer  in  respect 
of  a  sale,  agreement  or  oft'er  for  sale  by  him  of  any  pnce-regulated 
goods  at  a  price  arrived  at  in  accordance  with  the  table.  Retailers 
are  expected  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  to  their  prices  as 
rapidly  as  possible  and  it  is  not  intended  in  any  event  that  the 
validity  of  the  table  shall  extend  beyond  July  31.  1940.

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Adjusting  Prices  of  Goods 

HE  employment  of  scientific  costing  systems  in  retail  business  may 
ossibly  become  general  as  the  result  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  and 
le  drug  trade,  owing  to  its  nature,  is  affected  to  a  greater  extent 
aan  most  others.  As  we  pointed  out  in  last  week's  C.  D.  (p.  403) 
aere  are  comparatively  few  articles  the  prices  of  which  will  not  be 
antrolled  after  June  10,  and  a  method  of  assessing  new  prices  was 
liven  in  the  C.  D.  Coloured  Supplement,  March  23.  A  system  for 
mporary  use  is  printed  on  p.  415  of  this  issue.  Both  have  received 
^cognition  by  the  Central  Price  Regulation  Committee,  but  it  should 
ot  he  overlooked  that,  in  the  case  of  the  latter,  approval  extends 
tily  to  July  31.  As  a  rule,  the  wholesaler  and  manufacturer  will  be 
ble  to  revise  prices  more  easily  than  the  retailer.  The  latter's 
fficulty  arises  chiefly  from  the  way  in  Avhich  the  various  branches 
f  his  business  are  intermingled,  thus  preventing  him  from  appor- 
oning  properly  the  expenses  of  the  various  sections,  though  he 
lould  be  able  to  calculate  approximate  figures  in  regard  to  each  of 
le  categories  mentioned  in  the  Order.  In  drugs,  for  example,  a 
uantity  costing  is.  in  August  last  would  be  sold  retail  at  is.  6d. 
e.  sixpence  gross  profit).  Assume  that  the  article  now  costs  2S. 
b  is  essential  to  know  how  much  of  the  sixpence  is  net  profit  (say 
.vopence)  as  this  sum  must  be  added  to  the  current  cost.  It  is  the 
)urpence  which  must  now  be  analysed  and  adju.sted  in  accordance 
ith  the  permitted  increases  mentioned  below.  The  procedure  has 
ivo  a.spects.  The  main  task  is  pricing  the  individual  article,  and  for 
lis  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  calculate  some  general  figures  relating 
5  the  business  as  a  whole.  In  each  case  account  must  be  taken  of  the 
re- war  as  well  as  the  present  situation,  and  it  is  by  adjusting  these 
permitted  increases"  correctly  that  a  reasonable  profit  may  be 
btained  and  grounds  for  a  charge  of  "profiteering"  avoided. 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  Act  was  conceived  by  the 
overnment  not  to  harass  traders  but  to  prevent  prices  from  rising 
I  a  "vicious  spiral."  Thus  the  basic  principles  of  this  legislation  are 
lat  the  net  monetary  profit  of  any  transaction  must  be  retained 
t  the  same  figure  as  before  August  21,  1939,  regardless  of  increase 
the  cost  of  living,  but  certain  matters  may  be  regarded  as  "per- 
litted  increases,"  namely,  "cost  of  the  provision  of  materials, 
hether  raw  or  semi-manufactured,  and  of  stocks  of  goods  requisite 
)r  the  carrying  on  of  the  business ;  expense  of  manufacturing  and 


processing  operations ;  cost  of  premises  and  plant ;  expense  of 
maintenance  and  improvement  thereof,  and  rent ;  insurance 
premiums  ;  wages  and  salaries ;  liability  for  duties  of  customs  and 
excise,  rates,  and  interest  on  money  borrowed ;  transport  charges ; 
expense  of  advertising,  employment  of  salesmen  on  commission  and 
other  marketing  measures ;  changes  in  the  total  volume  of  the 
business  over  which  the  overhead  expenses  thereof  fall  to  be  spread ; 
any  other  matter  specified  in  an  order  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
under  this  Schedule  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  agreement  or 
offer  in  question."  Every  trader  needs  to  work  out  these  figures  for 
his  own  particular  business,  but  it  is  perhaps  the  second  and  penulti- 
mate of  these  "  permitted  increases ' '  which  will  give  most  trouble  and 
it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  increases  and  decreases  of  turnover 
may  affect  overheads  in  both  directions.

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  in  arriving  at  the  selling  price  of  the 
article  today  it  is  necessary  to  start  with  its  present  cost  price,  to 
which  is  added  the  net  profit  (12).  To  this  is  added  an  expense 
margin  to  give  a  percentage  on  returns  (i.e.  on  the  final  selling  price) 
equal  to  the  current  expense  percentage  given  by  item  (14).  The 
final  figure  may  reasonably  be  smoothed  to  a  convenient  selling  price. 
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Employees  in  Branch  Organisation 

At  a  number  of  meetings  of  local  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  held  in  recent  weeks, 
mention  has  been  made  of  the  apathy  of  members  generally,  and 
of  their  reluctance  to  attend  meetings.  This  is  an  old  story  in  phar- 
macy, but  one  that  seems  to  have  become  once  more  acutely 
topical.  At  Bradford,  for  example,  it  is  understood  that,  prior  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.P.U.  Branch,  a  special  circular  had 
been  sent  to  members  urging  them  to  be  present,  yet  only  twelve 
were  persuaded  to  attend.  What  percentage  of  the  Branch  member- 
ship this  represents  is  not  stated,  but  clearly  it  is  but  a  small 
proportion  of  the  total  number  of  chemists  in  business  in  a  city 
with  a  population,  at  the  last  census,  of  298,000.  At  Bradford,  as 
recently  also  at  Harrow  and  elsewhere,  the  suggestion  that  the 
local  branches  of  the  Society  and  the  N.P.U.  should  hold  joint 
meetings  was  discussed.  The  difficulty,  as  one  member  pointed 
out,  was  that  the  Society  included  assistants,  who  were  not  eligible 
to  attend  N.P.U.  meetings.  That  it  should  have  been  necessary  for 
a  member  to  raise  this  objection  indicates  that  often  the  two 
branches  are  to  all  intents  and  purposes  so  nearly  identical  that 
employee  pharmacists  are  missing  from  both,  and  not  merely  the 
one  from  which  they  are  expressly  excluded.  Ordinarily  it  could 
be  inferred  that  this  was  due  to  apathy  on  the  part  of  qualified  non- 
proprietor  pharmacists,  but  an  alternative  explanation  is  contained 
in  statements  made  by  the  proposer  of  a  resolution  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Society  (see  p.  411)  that  the 
constitution  of  the  Branch  Council  should  be  altered  "to  allow 
election  of  a  number  of  employees  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
membership  of  the  Branch."  The  mover — a  branch  manager — 
hinted  that  master  pharmacists  in  the  Branches  were  either  afraid 
of  the  employees  or  failed  to  appreciate  that  there  were  now  seven 
or  eight  thousand  employees  in  membership  of  the  Society.  He 
went  on  to  refer  to  the  "apathy  of  master  pharmacists,  as  illustrated 
by  the  evening's  attendance  of  forty  in  a  branch  of  500."  As  we 
understand  his  argument,  he  carried  the  war  into  the  enemy's 
camp  by  suggesting  that  the  master  pharmacists  were  in  control  of 
branch  affairs,  that  the  qualified  assistants  therefore  felt  they  had 
no  stake  in  the  branch,  and  that  apathy  and  indifference  were  the 
inevitable  result. 

This  is  probably  an  exaggerated  picture  of  the  situation,  but 
branch  committees  in  all  areas  would  do  well  to  take  note  of  the 
essential  truth  it  portrays.  The  number  of  employee  pharmacists 
has  increased,  and  so  has  their  awareness  of  their  position,  as  is 
shown  by  the  recent  election  of  Mr.  B.  A.  Williams  to  the  Society's 
Council,  despite  opposition  from  an  employees'  organisation  that 
took  exception  to  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
(Mr.  Williams's  backers)  on  account  of  its  political  aspects.  If  a 
number  of  branch  committee  seats  were  reserved  for  employees 
(always,  of  course,  proportionate  to  their  strength  in  the  Branch), 
it  would  be  less  necessary  for  an  assistant  to  attract  publicity  to 
himself  to  secure  election  to  the  committee. 

It  remains  for  some  branch  to  make  the  experiment  suggested, 
and  thus  to  tap  to  the  full  the  interest  of  its  employee  members. 
The  results  will  make  clear  whether  neglect  of  this  section  of  pharma- 
cists has  been  the  cause  of  the  widespread  apathy  that  at  present 
exists  in  branches  of  the  Society.  They  will  also  serve  to  enforce  a 
sharper  distinction  between  Society  and  N.P.U.  Branches,  possibly 
resulting  in  renewed  interest  on  the  part  of  the  latter's  specialised 
membership. 

Save  Your  Waste 

The  paramount  importance  of  the  salvage  question  was  recently 
stressed  by  the  Minister  of  Supply,  who  pointed  out  that  it  was  still 
unfortunately  true  that  thousands  of  tons  of  essential  materials 
were  running  to  waste.  How  can  chemists  help  in  this  vital  matter  ? 
A  good  start  can  certainly  be  made  in  the  cellars  and  storerooms 
which  generally  house  prodigious  quantities  of  old  showcards,  window 
bills  and  even  complete  displays,  for  which  no  further  use  can  possi- 
bly be  found.  Chemists  would  render  useful  service  to  the  com- 
munity by  handing  this  material  over  without  delay  to  the  local 
authorities  for  recovery  and  reissue.  The  salvage  of  metals  is  of 
vital  importance  to  the  war  effort,  and  in  this  connexion  a  thorough 
overhaul  of  the  stock-room  might  well  release  to  a  better  use  a 
surprising  number  of  old  drums,  tins  and  metal  containers. 


C.  &  D.  DISPENSING  PRICE  LIST 

The  Prices  of  Goods  regulations  which  come  into  force  on  Monday 
June  10,  have  made  it  necessary  to  divide  the  C.  &■  D.  List  into  tw 
parts :  one  for  the  retail  sale  of  drugs,  chemicals  and  sundries  an( 
the  other  for  the  dispensing  of  medicines  (which  is  outside  th' 
control).  It  is  early  to  say  how  far  the  regulations  will  affect  th 
chemist's  business  without  a  closer  analysis  than  is  possible  a 
short  notice.  The  C.  &•  D.  Price  List  has  always  given  the  cos 
price  of  an  article,  on  which  is  based  the  retail  and  dispensing  price 
Quite  60  per  cent,  of  the  list  affects  only  items  dispensed,  and  th 
standard  rate  remains  as  the  guiding  factor.  The  figures  quoted  ii 
the  list  stand,  apart  from  such  alterations  as  may  be  necessar 
monthly.  The  index  figure  for  cost  of  drugs  will  remain,  coverin: 
the  usual  items  on  which  the  figures  are  based.  There  has  been  com 
paratively  little  change  on  standard  drugs  in  May,  and  the  inde; 
figure  is  119-6  compared  with  iig-i  in  April  (100  in  1938).  In  vie\ 
of  the  regulations  it  is  of  value  to  note  that  the  difference  betwee 
August  1939  and  the  present  figure  is  about  40  per  cent.  Thi 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  basis  for  selling  goods  in  the  chemist 
shop  shall  be  closely  analysed.  The  basic  price  is  that  at  which  thI 
goods  were  sold  on  August  1939.  The  permitted  increase  includes 

1.  Increased  cost  of  material. 

2.  Increase  in  cost  of  insurance  premiums. 

3.  Wages  and  salaries. 

4.  Overhead  expenses,  etc.,  modified  by  changes  in  the  volume  0 
turnover  to  which  they  apply. 

The  profit  for  August  1939  remains  unchanged,  and  the  onlj 
increases  are  those  due  to  war  exigencies.  The  dispensing  pric 
changes  are  set  out  below.

During  the  past  week  most  markets  have  taken  on  a  somewhat  hesitant 
'haracter,  attributable  to  prevailing  uncertainty  as  to  future  supplies. 
Many  commodities  are  in  good  spot  demand,  and  prices  are  generally  firm, 
t)ut  conditions  for  negotiation  of  forward  business  are  not  favourable. 
Business  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  continues  on  the  quiet  side, 
though  values  of  most  products  are  keeping  well  up  to  former  quotations. 
Supplies  of  some  items  are  still  restricted.  The  firmness  recently  noted  in 
A.MID0PYRINE  continues.  Spot  values  of  Barbitone  are  tending  firmer. 
Methylated  ethers  are  steady  at  the  advance  recorded  recently.

Mutual  Assistance 

Sir, — The  Wolverhampton  "Mutual  Assistance  Scheme  (A 
Raids)  "  (C.  (~  D.,  June  i,  p.  398),  organised  by  the  Wolverhamptc 
Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  shows  that  there 
at  least  one  centre  in  which  chemists  can  unite  for  mutual  assistanc 
If  this  could  be  done  in  other  localities  not  only  would  it  help  in  ti 
present  emergency  but  it  would  go  a  long  way  towards  securing  tl 
unity  among  chemists  that  has  always  been  desirable.  A  modifici 
tion  of  the  scheme  might  even  be  carried  over  into  peace-tin 
conditions,  so  that  a  central  stock  could  be  kept  of  proprietarii 
and  other  lines  not  often  in  demand,  to  be  drawn  from  by  the  loc; 
chemists.  I  am  less  sure  of  the  success  of  that  part  of  the  scheir 
which  provides  immediate  help  by  partners  or  managers,  unless  tt 
attitude  of  chemists  to  one  another  has  changed  greatly  in  recer 
days.  My  experience,  when  in  business,  was  that  chemists  wei 
exceedingly  careful  that  other  pharmacists  in  the  neighbourhoo 
should  get  no  insight  into  their  business  details,  and  were  mos 
jealous  in  guarding  the  inviolability  of  their  books  and  formula 
or  any  particulars  about  their  customers.  This  is  shown  by  th 
agreements  which  managers  and  assistants  are  asked  to  sign  tha 
they  will  not  work  for  any  other  chemist  in  a  given  area  for  a  ten 
of  years.  The  object  of  such  an  agreement  w-ould  be  defeated  if 
manager  went  to  the  aid  of  another  chemist,  even  though  it  wa 
with  the  consent  of  his  employer,  and  doubly  .so  because  he  woul 
then  have  acquired  a  knowledge  of  both  businesses.  It  might  b 
argued  that  under  present  difficult  conditions  such  consideration 
should  not  arise,  yet  they  cannot  be  ignored.  Although  a  chemis 
may  be  grateful  for  any  help  in  an  emergency,  with  a  return  c 
normal  working  there  may  arise  some  doubts  about  the  amount  0 
the  information  pooled.

Waterproofing  Canvas. — W.  M.  6-  Co.  (28/5). — The  following 

are  processes  for  waterproofing  canvas : —  Dissolve  soft  soap  in  hot 
water,  then  add  a  solution  of  ferrous  sulphate  until  no  precipitate 
is  formed.  Collect  the  precipitate  of  iron  soap,  wash  it  with  water, 
dry  it  and  then  mix  it  with  linseed  oil.  This  mixture  is  applied  with 
a  brush  to  the  canvas  and  has  the  advantage  that  it  does  not  render 
the  latter  too  stiff.  Fabrics  may  also  be  rendered  waterproof  by 
impregnating  them  with  aluminium  soap  made  in  a  similar  manner 
to  the  foregoing.  Other  methods  involve  the  soaking  of  the  cloth 
in  a  weak  solution  of  indiarubber  in  benzene.  Still  another  method 
consists  in  spraying  the  cloth  with  a  weak  solution  of  hard  paraffin 
in  benzin.

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Among  the  matters  dealt  with  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  its  meeting  on  June  4  were 
the  following : — 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — In  view  of  the 
critical  war  situation  the  Council  decided  to  inform  the 
Executive  of  the  Conference  that  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives '  meeting,  arranged  to  be  held  as  part  of  the  Conference, 
would  be  cancelled. 

Resignation  of  Librarian.— The  Establishment  Com- 
mittee received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Miss  E.  M. 
Smelt  as  from  June  30,  upon  her  approaching  marriage. 
It  was  decided  that  a  lady  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
graduate  in  pharmacy  be  appointed  as  librarian  at  a 
salary  of  /250  per  annum  rising  by  annual  increments  of 
£2^  to  /350  and  that  the  vacancy  be  advertised. 

Law  Committee. — The  registrar  reported  that  from 
April  21  to  May  17,  1940,  1,002  chemists'  shops  had  been 
visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors.  They  had  also  visited 
the  premises  of  117  listed  sellers  and  ninety- four  drug 
store  proprietors,  grocers  and  similar  traders.  It  was 
recommended  that  proceedings  should  be  taken  against 
two  persons  for  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933. 

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  president,  vice-president  and  treasurer  were  re- 
elected at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on 
June  5.  Mr.  Deacon,  the  retiring  president,  occupied  the 
chair  at  the  outset. 

Mr.  Melhuish  suggested  the  Council  should  not  ballot 
for  the  office  of  president,  but  elect  their  present  hard- 
working president  for  another  term  of  office.  Some  of 
the  services  rendered  to  pharmacy  by  Mr.  Deacon  were 
not  fully  known  even  to  members  of  the  Council.  During 
the  past  year  he  had  done  a  first-rate  piece  of  work  in 
these  difficult  times,  and  they  would  not  only  be  honouring 
him  but  themselves  by  re-electing  him  and  doing  the  best 
they  could  for  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Rowsell,  seconding,  said  he  had  known  Mr. 
Deacon  for  many  years  as  a  man  who  took  the  deepest 
possible  interest  in  and  put  his  full  energy  into  anything  he 
undertook.  He  had  not  been  disappointed  in  the  past 
year  with  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Deacon  had  acted  as 
president  of  the  Society.  He  had  met  Mr.  Deacon  on  all 
sorts  of  committees  and  had  been  struck  by  the  earnest 
and  zealous  way  in  which  he  entered  into  everything  with 
which  he  was  connected. 

The  resolution  was  carried  with  acclamation,  and  Mr. 
Melhuish,  who  then  re-invested  Mr.  Deacon  with  the  chain 
of  office,  congratulated  him  and  wished  him  the  best  and 
most  useful  year's  work. 

Mr.  Deacon  returned  thanks  for  his  re-election.  He 
knew,  he  said,  that  he  was  taking  on  a  period  of  hard  work, 
but  he  also  knew  how  loyal  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  to  their  president,  he  especially  appreciated  being 
president  during  the  centenary  year  of  the  Society,  which 
they  had  looked  forward  to  celebrating.  He  still  hoped 
that  a  celebration  might  be  possible.  The  history  of  the 
Society  in  the  hundred  years  of  its  ebbs  and  flows  was  very 
interesting,  and  there  was  quite  a  lot  to  encourage  members. 
He  expressed  the  hope  that  during  the  centenary  year 
they  might  have  the  privilege  of  knowing  that  peace  had 
been  reached  and  that  a  celebration  would  be  possible. 

Mr.  Wells  was  re-elected  vice-president  on  the  proposal 
of  Mr.  Parry,  seconded  by  Mr.  Knox  Mawer,  both  of 
whom  paid  cordial  tributes  to  his  worth  and  work. 

Mr.  Wells,  thanking  the  Council,  wished  to  associate 
himself  with  the  tributes  to  Mr.  Deacon.  No  president 
had  ever  had  to  face  such  a  series  of  problems  as  the  present 
holder  of  the  office,  and  they  all  appreciated  the  way  in 
which  he  had  carried  out  his  arduous  duties. 

Mr.  Wallis  was  re-elected  treasurer  on  the  proposition 
of  Mr.  Peck,  seconded  by  Mr:  McNeal,  the  former  of  whom 
described  him  as  a  financier  of  a  very  high  order  who  had 
(lone  excellent  work  for  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wallis,  in  acknowledging  the  compliment,  said 
the  treasurership  was  an  onerous  job,  but  it  was  one  in 
which  he  found  pleasure. 

The  President  next  welcomed  Mr.  Williams,  recently 
elected  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  expressed  the  hope 


that  he  would  be  happy  in  his  new  duties  and  be  able  to 
work  for  the  benefit  of  pharmacy  and  the  pharmacist. 

Organisation  Committee. — Some  discussion  took  place 
regarding  a  recommendation  by  the  Committee  that  an 
application  for  the  formation  of  a  Buxton  Branch  be 
granted . 

Mr.  Rowsell  deprecated  the  idea  of  branches  bemg 
formed  where  the  numbers  of  members  were  so  low.  He 
suggested  that  the  difficulty  might  be  met  by  the  forma- 
tion of  sub-branches,  the  members  of  which  might  meet 
several  times  of  the  year  locally  but  still  be  attached  to 
larger  branches.  He  thought  the  whole  question  of  branch 
organisation  should  be  considered  before  launching  on  a 
scheme  of  branches  with  fifteen  or  sixteen  members. 

Mrs.  Irvine  said  the  Committee  had  no  intention  of 
encouraging  the  setting  up  of  small  branches.  There  were 
already  a  number  smaller  than  the  one  now  proposed.  The 
pharmacists  affected  in  this  case  had  been  brought 
together  by  the  war,  and  the  case  itself  was  of  a  special 
character. 

A  suggestion  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee  was  defeated,  and  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation was  then  approved. 

Education  Committee. — The  report  of  the  meeting  on 
June  4  was  presented  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell). 
The  report  contained  particulars  of  the  date  of  expiry  of 
approval  of  a  number  of  institutions  providing  instruction 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination. 
The  Committee  deferred  consideration  of  this  matter  until 
the  views  of  the  University  of  London  upon  conducting 
inspections  had  been  ascertained.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  a  further  visit  of  inspection  to  be  made  to  an  institution 
which  had  been  provisionally  approved  for  providing 
instruction  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination. 
Five  applications  were  granted  in  respect  of  concessions 
from  the  requirements  of  the  examination  regulations. 
The  Committee  received  a  report  upon  the  examinations 
held  in  Edinburgh  in' April,  1940.  The  chairman  reported 
that  the  special  committee  on  pharmaceutical  analysis 
had  granted  an  application  under  regulation  10  of  the 
Regulations  for  the  Diploma  in  Pharmaceutical  Analysis 
for  special  permission  to  enter  a  modified  examination,  and 
had  directed  the  examiners  to  make  such  modifications  in 
the  examination  as  were  warranted  by  the  applicant's 
previous  training  and  experience. 

Mr.  Howells  protested  against  concessions  being  given 
to  refugees,  and  reminded  the  members  that  he  had  done 
so  before.  They  might  be  harbouring  fifth  columnists, 
pseudo-pacifists,  or  even  Quislings. 

Mr.  Rowsell  pointed  out  that  all  that  was  asked  was 
that  the  refugee  in  question,  who  was  a  master  of  phar- 
macy of  an  important  university  in  his  own  country, 
should  be  excused  training  as  an  apprentice.  He  would 
still  have  to  pass  every  examination  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Howells  then  proposed  that  the  suggested  con- 
cession should  be  withheld,  but  his  amendment  to  that 
effect  was  lost.  He  then  stated  that  he  would  give  notice 
of  motion  that  no  further  concessions  be  granted  to 
alien  refugees. 

Finance  Committee. — The  action  of  the  secretary  in 
malting  payments  amounting  to  £2,011  los.  3^d.  was 
approved,  and  the  treasurer  was  authorised  to  pay 
accounts  amounting  to  £19,680  12s.  id.  The  trustees  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Trust  were  requested  to  reimburse 
the  Society  the  sum  of  £573  12s.  iid.,  being  the  amount 
of  education  salaries. 

A  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee  proposing 
the  expenditure  of  a  further  ;/|25,ooo  on  the  new  building 
was  discussed  in  its  financial  aspect.  The  Committee 
decided  to  report  that  they  saw  no  reason  to  object  to 
this  expenditure  if  the  Council  decided  to  accept  the 
recominendation . 

At  the  close  of  the  ordinary  business  Mr.  Williams 
raised  a  question  on  statements  that  pharmacists 
would  be  willing  to  work  longer  hours  and  make  other 
sacrifices  in  the  present  emergency.  He  suggested  that  in 
fairness  to  employees  a  conference  at  which  the  Society 
as  well  as  employers  and  employed  were  represented 
should  be  held  to  discuss  the  whole  question. 

No  other  member  expressed  an  opinion  on  the  subject 
and  it  was  allowed  to  drop.
